The baby who is com forted when 
he cries is likely to grow into a 
happy, contented youngster. 
Did you ever **op to think that 
only human babies cry: The young 
of other species whimper a little, 
but only a hum an baby can rouse 
the neighbors wltn his lusty yells. 
Mather* Ald 
Wise old Mother N ature has not 
only given our babies the ability 
to cry, but she bas also given moth­ 
ers a special 
ear for this cry. 
Every norm al m other yearns to 
comfort her cry inc baby. You have 
to have a baby of your own to 
know that tug on your heartstrings. 
Don’t be afraid to follow your 
instincts — they were given you to 
be used. 
Get a rocking chair and hold 
and rock your baby as much as 
both of you want Some babies cry 
more than others, but all babies 
cry. 
If your baby cries a great deal, 
maybe there is something wrong 
Perhaps he isn t getting enough 
to eat or his food is not right for 
him 
Maybe he is sick. Get rn 
touch with your doctor. 
But if your baby cries a little 
now and then when he is not hun­ 
gry, when there doesn’t seem to 
i t anything wrotiM, probably he is 
drying because he 
wants to be 
picked up. It’s a real need, give 
it to him. Don’t walk -away and 
*vay: “ He d o esn t want anything 
except to be picked up — he is Just 
spoiled.” 
He is not spoiled — he is Just a 
baby and he needs to be picked 
up and loved and rocked For nine 
long months he has been gently 
rocked in your body. He liked it. 
INo wonder he doesn’t want it to 
f lop suddenly just because he was 
born, G radually a i he gets older 
Le will have less and less need for 
frocking and comforting especially if 
lie gets all he needs when he real­ 
ly needs it. 
At the sam e tim e don’t pester 
g-our baby. Don't rush in to him 
vmd inlet on rocking him every 
Ume he peeps. 
But when he b*eaks down into 
Jiw y yells — do something. Feed 
film if he is hungry, change his 
pants if he needs them changes, see 
• hat he is warm but not too hot. 
After you have dune these things 
p u t him back in his crib. If he is 
peaceful you have done what he 
wanted you to do I* he still yells, 
probably he wants to be rocked 
and held for a while. Give him the 
comfort he is asking for.
